City Cleanup 
on Cards for 
Near Future 


Eastern Star 
Is Important 
Aid to Lodge 


Cornerstone of New Masonic Temple 
to Be Laid Saturday by Grand Master 
of California, With Public Ceremony 


Conservation 
Is Topic of 
Club Session 


At the regular meeting of the di¬ 
rectors of the Chamber of Commerce 
Monday night, it was decided to ap¬ 
point a committee to confer with 
the Wistaria Fete committee from 
the Wonan’s club in regard to the 
necessary advertising of the Fete. 
The directors expressed themselves 
as being desirous of cooperating in 
every way possible to make this 
unique Sierra Mar* Ire festival a suc¬ 
cess. 

The report of the auditing com¬ 
mittee, Maj. Chas. S. Floyd, chair¬ 
man, for the year 1924, was read 
and accepted with the thanks of the 
board. The committee had made a 
careful analysis of the business of 
the chamber for the past year and 
the report showed the accounts in 
good shape. 

A new section has been created by 
the directors which, for want of a 
better name, is to be known for the 
present as the “City Improvement 
Committee.” It will be devoted to 
the work of improving and beautify¬ 
ing the city in every way and is to 
be elastic in character, taking in ad¬ 
ditional members and cooperating 
with other organizations as the need 
arises for work in particular direc¬ 
tions. 

There will be no special drive or 
campaign for any one branch of the 
work, the idea back' of the depart¬ 
ment being that a steady, all-year 
elfort be maintained along proper 
lines. In this way various activities, 
such as street and sidewalk exten¬ 
sions, tree planting, cleaning up of 
unsightly lots and corners, beautifica¬ 
tion of vacant lots, etc, 'ban be car¬ 
ried on simultaneously with the nec¬ 
essary detail work being handled by 
different groups. It is believed that 
through this method the effect will 
eventually be that of the incoming 
tide, in that while the desired im¬ 
provements may seem to move very 
slowly in some quarters and rapid¬ 
ly in others, finally the whole city 
will show satisfactory results. 

Considerable hilarity was aroused 
by the suggestin that the cleanup 
part be a boring out from within, 
and that the directors be the first 
to set a righteous example by clean¬ 
ing up their business premises nnd 
home yards. Every director present 
immediately had suggestions to offer 
the others and there was an over 1 
supply of good advice. The post- 1

In possession of 
that lodge are some of the most priceless Washington 
relics. It is of timely interest that Mr. C. W. Jones, a 
past master of Sierra Madre lodge, recently visited the 
quarters of Alexandria lodge where he was privileged to 
inspect these articles and to sit in the chair occupied by 
Washington as Master. 

Washington’s closest associates in military and civil 
affairs were fellow craftsmen, among them Paul Revere 
and Benjamin Franklin. Into the fabric of our American 
government they wove their Masonic principles of belief in 
God, liberty, equality, justice and tolerance.
